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Foreword 


What was lost has been found. The late L'Gardinier Riche's Mein Kopf was considered 
by many experts to have been lost to posterity. However, in 2014, during spring cleaning of a 
Swiss chalet in the Colorado Rockies, a roneographic reproduction of a photocopy of the soft 
cover limited edition published in 1986 by Eridanos Press* (Hygiene, Colorado) was found at 
the bottom of a crate of Parrot Soap shipped to the chalet in 2001, shortly after the destruction of 
the Twin Towers in New York City. A possible inference is that the roneographic reproduction 
had been smuggled into the United States as security tightened after the attack. Another theory 
suggests that the reproduction had not traveled with the soap, but was secreted under toiletries 
only after the crate's delivery to the chalet. Whatever the case, it is this roneographic imagery, 
the only remaining trace of the original, which is reproduced here. 

Strictly speaking, Mein Kopf was never intended as a supplement to Riche's Hokusai's 
Great Wave , although the annotated edition of this latter work has left nearly everyone with that 
impression owing to a footnote in reference to the line "a stich in my neck ... mein kopf" found in 
the definitive text (page 42, footnote 111). Rather, Mein Kopf went hand in hand with Riche's 
notorious essay, The Holy Roman Empire's Third Reich, now out of print. 

The editors' Introduction to the 1986 edition, by Dr. Jaime del Rio Diego y Santiago and 
G.A. James, apparently censored for reasons unknown, appears to claim that several images have 
been lost to Mein Kopf This claim cannot be refuted or verified, as we await the discoveries of 
future scholarship.
